undertaken by the West Virginian Experi- 
ment Station, for the purpose of compar- 
ing meat meal with ground fresh meat 
and bone as materials furnishing protein 
to laying hens. 
. „ , , _ * 
Thirty-four Barred Plymouth Rock bens 


and two cooks were divided into two simi- 
lar lots. They were supplied at all times 
with mica crystal grit, granulated bone 
and^water. Thu grain ration for each lot 
of fowls was tbe same, but the amount 
consumed varied somewhat, and so tbe 
actual amount of grain consumed by each 
lot is given. At the beginning of each 
period tbe grain for that period was 
weighed and stored in suitable boxes. No 
account was taken of the daily amounts 
fed. 
At tbe ond of which period the 


amount remanlina was again weighed, and 
the difference taken as the actual amount 
of food consumed. 


The experimi nt began October 25, 1899, 


and was continued for four periods of 
thirty days each. 


During the etperiment the fowls receiv- 


ing the fresh bone laid 8,824 eggs weigh- 
ing 495.2 pounds, of an average weight of 
12.76 pounds per hundred eggs, while the 
meat meal lot laid only 3,260 eggs weigh- 
ing 891.2 pounds and weighing 11.94 
pounds per hundred. 
Consequently the 


fowls fed fresh bone not only gained more 
in weight, but they also laid more and 
larger eggs.

pared With the Cable System. 


In the flelC of telegraphing between 


ships, or between ship and shore, cable- 
less telegraphy has, of course, an absolute 
monopoly. 
In telegraphing across inter- 


vening bodies •( water, as the English 
Channel, oableless telegraphy is now a 
successful 
competitor of 
the cable 


system, not only in the initial cost of the 
apparatus, 
but also 
in 
tbe 
service 


rendered, and from this time onward 
cables will be entirely supplanted by the 
cableless method for distances up to three 
hundred miles. 
a he cost of submarine cables is aproxi- 


mately 
a thousand 
dollars per mile, 


including the sending 
and receiveing 


aparatua; the cost of keeing cables in re- 
pair is enormous, while the only expense 
entailed for repairs in cablelesas stations 
is for an occasional mast damaged by 
storms. In transatlantic cableless teleg- 
raphy, the equiments cost very nearly half 
a million dollars per station, against two 
million dollars for an Atlantic cable. 


At present, transmission by cable Is 


faster than by Marconi oableless, which 
is now thirty words per minute; but when 
If is considered that.the cable system has 
been In existence for fifty years, and phe 
oableless system scarcely more than as 
many days, It must be admitted that com- 
narfsra on this score is premature. 


The first cable systems 
were by no 


means commercially efficient; for ex- 
ample, when Queen Victoria sent Her first 
message, consisting of ninety words, by 
cable. It required sixty-seven minutes, to

A OHAfOC IN SIGHT. 


At the Republican County Committee 


meeting held In Doylestown on Saturday 
there was presented a draft of a new set of 
roles for the government of the party. 
The principal change from the existing 
form was that in relation to the manner of 
nominating candidates for county offices. 
Section seven provides for a convention to 
be composed of delegates from each of the 
election districts to be held in Doylestown 
on Tueeday. Every district having fifty 
voter or leas to be entitled to one dele- 
gate, every district having over fifty votes 
and no more than one hundred votes to be 
entitled to two delegates, and every dis- 
trict having more than one hundred votes 
to be entitled to one additional delegate 
for every additional one hundred votes or 
a majority fraction thereof, according to 
the number of Republican voters in said 
district as ascertained by the votes cast at 
the preceding Presidential election. 


On the Saturday previous to the time of 


holding county conventions the Republi- 
cans of the vicious election districts, and 
all other persons, who are qualified voters 
in such districts who will make a declara- 
tion to support the party, will assemble at 
the local polling places and elect dele- 
gateB to represent them in said Dominat- 
ing conventions. At the same time and 
plnen they shall elect a piSreon to' be a 
member of the County Committee to 
servt for the period of one year. 


The delegate elections shall be held be- 


tween the hours of 6 and 8 p. m. in the 
boroughs nnd between the hours of 7 and 9 
p. m, in the townships; the persona having 
the greatest number of votes shall be elec- 
ted. 


The matter was referred to a committee 


of ti n Republicans, to be selected by the 
chairman, said committee to report at a 
subsequent meeting -of the 
committee, 


wlien'action «ill be taken. 


Ai cording to Ibe existing rules it re- 


quire, a two-thirds affirmative vote of thn 
standing committee 
before the subject 


of the change can be submitted to the 
county convention for final adoption or re- 
jection.

He was a mem be 
of the Bucks County Medic«l Society, the 
Pathological Society of Philadelphia and 
the Oamden County Medical 
Society 


serving as President of the latter at var 
ious times. He served two years as a 
member of the State Board of Health 
In politics he was a Whig and afterwards 
a Democrat. 
He served siiteen years as a 


member of the Board of Education. In 
1886 he was appointed as one of Medica 
Pension Examiners for Oamden county. 
He is survived by a widow and two chil 
dren, Mm. A. U. Wilson, of Brooklyn, and 
Moses M. Ridge, who resides in Chester 
county, Fa.

In the November Issue of "Outing" li 
n entertaining article by William J. 
_unpton descriptive of a trolteyhqt expe- 


itlon from New York to Baltimore. That 
art of tbe article which i. of local 
nterest Is as follows: 


We wanted to stop at Bordentown to see 


he ancient landmarks of that prehistoric 
illage, to study it. old hou.es, and to vls- 
t the onetime home of Bonaparte who 
ame to live in New Jersey as the next 
best plaoe to a parrenu throne, but we 
were trying to make Philadelphia, before 
ireakfast, and 
we could not stay to 


wander among the mossgrown glories all 
ibont ui. At Florence we bad a view of 
be Delaware River that was a dream pf 
delight, but we gave it only passing atten 
Ion and went on to Burlington, another 
old town, and one that ha. been waiting 
on the banks of the delicious Delaware 
since 1637 for the boom which I. yet to 
come. Patience, thy name is Burlington. 
Jut It was not our name, tor when we left 
the trolley to leave the state by ferry and 
continue our journey from Bristol on the 
Pennsylvania shore, we found that the 
lame and lazy ferryboat made hourly trips 
and we had pome fifteen minutes too late 
to take it in that hour. Three-quarters of 
an hour to wait and Philadelphia twenty 
miles away. It was a powerful tempta- 
tion to tttue a steamboat just then depart- 
ing down the river, but we made Satan 
get behind us and waited for the ferry to 
take us to tbe trolley. It was to be a trol- 
ley trip, and one can only trolley on a 
trolley and he is off his trolle'y otherwise. 


A mile of travel on the ferry is as ex- 


pensive as ten miles on the trolley, and 
there should be a floating trolley from 
Burlington to Bristol and return, in the 
interest 
of transportation. 
A kindly 


gentleman piloted us from the ferry land- 
ing at Bristol to the end of the trolley 
track, and there we learned that the next 
car would leave about an hour hence.

was now after seven o'clock and we gave 
up the effort at record breaking, and pro- 
ceeded to break our fast for fifty cents. 
It was a comfortable and comforting kind 
of meal we bad, with peaches and cream 
to taper off on, and we le^t Bristol feeling 
pretty good 


At Oroydon we left the trolley, and took 


a stage ride of five minutes to fill tbe gap 
to Bridgewater, which will be completed 
soon. Here we began to feel the influence 
of the big city not far off, and parties go- 
ing bae<c to town from their day's outing, 
came tumbling aboard the car at Intervals 
as we proceeded toward Torreadale.

Liquid oxygen when first formed Is 


milky In appearance owing to the pres- 
ence of some impurity which may be 
Amoved by passing it through ordi- 
nary niter paper. When pure. It Is of 
a pale blue color, which, however, Is 
not due, as some "have thought, to the 
presence of liquid ozone, which is of a 
dark blue color. Liquid oxygen is a 
nonconductor of electricity, but Is 
strongly magnetic. It may be lifted 
from a cup by presenting the poles of 
a strong electro magnet. It seems to 
have very slight chemical activity, 
since it will extinguish a lighted match 
and has no action on a piece of phos- 
phorus dropped into it. 
It Is well 


known that the A and B lines of the 
solar spectrum are due to oxygen, and 
from experiments on the top of Mont 
Blanc It is thought they are largely if 
not wholly due to the oxygen in the 
earth's atmosphere. Professor Bewar 
showed that these lines come out very 
strong when liquid oxygen is inter- 
posed in the path of the rays from an 
electric lamp. 


Trivial Cancel of War*. 


History records one war that was 


caused by a glass of water-the war of 
the Spanish succession. A lady, Mrs. 
Masham, a celebrated court beauty, 
was carrying a glass of water when she 
was obstructed by the Marquis de To- 
rey. A slight scuffle ensued, and the 
water was spilled. The marquis lost 
his temper, and bad feeling ensued be- 
tween the English and French courts, 
with the ultimate result that war was 
declared. The campaign cost France 
many severe battles-viz, Blenheim 
1704; Ramlllies, 1707; Audenardl, 1708 
and Malplaquit, 1709. 


Fully as absurd in its origin was the 


war that took place during the com 
monwealth of Modena. A soldier stole 
a bucket from a public well belonging 
to the state of Bologna. Although the 
value of the article did not exceed a 
few pennies, the incident was the signa 
for a fierce and prolonged war. Henry 
the king of Sardinia, assisted the Mo- 
denese to retain the bucket, and in one 
of the subsequent battles he was made 
a prisoner. The bucket is still exhibit- 
ed in the tower of the cathedral of Mo- 
dena.
